1. The lnak of a coordinated U.S, policy dealing with the 
treatment of Soviet orbit official representatives not only has produce’ 
confusion and endangered security, but aleo nay have been interpreted 
ty the Soviets an evidence of U.S. veakness, ‘The current degree of 
conflict exiating between the 0.8, end the USER makes increasingly 
important the adeption of a consistent poliay. 

3. Develapnent of a sound 0.8, policy to correct this deficiency, 
while striving toward a reciprocal balance, must remain within the realn 
of practicability, particularly with regard te U.S, Capabilities to 
enforce the poliay adopted. Within this frame of reference, U.S. policy 
sronta(be designed to communicate to the Kreniin vhat xe want Xt to knew.) 

3. Policy inmplewentation at this time is believed to be served . 
beast by a grecual increase of restrictive procedures as opposed to a 
eudden shift from extrene larity to extreme severity. This approach 
has the advantage of offertng a better opportunity for bargaining with 
the Soviet Goverment as regards restrictive treatment of U.S, officials 
on duty within the Soviet ordit. ‘The U.5. will be in a position to aprly 
a relatively creater range of restrictions if necessary, whereas existing 
Soviet restrictions affecting U.8, personnel are now of such ‘proportions 
as to allow but Little additional leeway.

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4, In recommending initial U.S. policy, cognizance has been tal:en 
of existing restrictive policies in force in the USSR and satellites 
states, and of the implications involved in adopting the envisaged 
procedures. The following recomuendetions shall be reviewed quarterly,

SUBJECT: Ad Hoc Committee to perform initial study on U.S. policy 
toward Soviet and Satellite Service Attache Personnel in

1. The third meeting of the Ad Hoc Committee was held at 2:00 P.M., 
25 May 1950.

3. Colonel Biddle presented a memorandum on the Army position 
regarding the problem of restrictions on Soviet and Satellite diplomatic 
personnel, and the committee chairman acknowledged receipt of the State 
Department airgram and replies thereto regarding the question of travel 
restrictions. 


4, Mr. Reinhardt commented on the fact that the State Department 
from time to time had imposed certain travel restrictions upon repre- 
sentatives of specific countries showing the necessity for a flexible 
policy. 


5- Colonel Biddle mentioned that the Services also had to make 
certain decisions upon specific occasions, in this regard. For instance 
he had just obtained a policy decision that he and one member from his 
office would represent the Department of the Army at a social function 
given by a member of the Soviet Embassy to which practically all senior 
Army officials had been invited. 
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
